‘Latin America and the prineipal point of contict with the USSR, Ne attributed 
this to Romulo Betancourt's friendship with Soviet diplorats accredited to 
Venezuela, in contrast to the treatment they received in Colombia and other 
South American countries. le concluded that Caracas vould, remain en 
 dmmortant Comnmist center so long as the policies instimted by Betancourt! s 
Revolutionary Junta were followed. : 
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
